The factcan
be stated ou auvthorty that the Pope,
through his ablegata, Arclbishop Sa-
tolli, has ta the Catnolie bishops of

Bame 1okling of this
came in an accurate digpatch from
Home yesterday, which said: “The
Fope has sent & Ietter diresung the
American episcopal to earefully exam-
ine and consider the fourteen proposi-
tions submitted ni the conlerence of
thearchtisnoss AL the meeting 1n New
York in November just ‘tu Archinshop
Satoill, nnd make whatever corrections
they may deem advisable and forward
thems tu Rome.” As the wording of
this dispaten nud the deductions drawn
from il gave an ¢TTOUCGHE 1Mpression,
and ws ecclesiastical secrecy uas been
broken by the publieation, shis author-
1tive statement s made:

“Thoe papal delegate, by order of the
hely father, has sent out an important
notice to the archlishiopsto be com-
municated by them 1o the bishops of
the United Btates.

CLUBBED WITH A LOADED CANE

Prompt Assistance and Effective Work
With Winchesters Bave a Life.
One Man Killed.

Larasie, Wyo., Jan. 10.—~There was
& riot in the Wyoming state penitentiary
al Lhis point at 6 o’clock this evening.
Eix desperate charsciers were being
conducted from the broom shop to the
cell rooms when Tom Maddeon, a seven
year man, sent up from Fremont
county for giand larcony, sttacked
Warden Briggs, who was siandiog in
the doorway, and exclaimed: *'We are
not going {o siand bere any longer.”
At the same iostant anotlier of the
gang pamed Archer,who served & lerm
in the Lincoln penitentiary under the
name of McCoy, grabbed the warden's
loaded cane and dealt him a powerful
blow on the side of the head, knocking
him prosirate. The entire mix then
started to beat Brigge, when the guard,
Stewart aud Ed Marsh, a son of the
lessee of the penitentiary, appeared on
the scene with Winchesters and bexan

fled to their cells, but Madden was shot
through the right side and mortally
wounded, while Archer sustained &
flesh wound in the night groin.
